Leung  Tun  Shwe,  duly  affirmed,  states:- 

I  an  31  'errs  of  age,  of  Euimeso  nationality  and  born  at  Iienzadn. 

Uy  pernanent  hone  is  at  Lcnzada. 

I  an  at  present  living  at  Hcnzcdr. 

In  Anril  or  Hay  Japanese  Kempci  Tr.i  Officer  (three  lines  and 
two  stats)  heredr,  whose  photograph  I  recognise  among  those  shown 
to  nc,  end  Mg.  Jig  Mya  whose  Japanese  nano  I  do  not  know  cane  to 
Menzode  F.S.  tlicy  ordered  Myself  S,I*?»  Hla  Mg.  F.C's  Sen  lg. 
Chittce,  Aye  Lg ,  Mg.  Han  to  accompany  thcn.J 

Hrrede  and  Lg*  Ih.  I  ya  were  in  Eurnese  dress  *  There  were  about 
40  Jap  soldiers,  but  I  don't  know  v.ho  was  in  chcrge. 

We  went  to  Inbin  by  trrin  and  after  two  days’  stay  left  Inbin 
at  7  p.r.*  to  go  to  Wga  let  Kyr  villcge.  V/c  arrived  at  the 
village  at  4  e.n. 

The  Japanese  soldiers  surrounded  the  village  end  sone  men  led 
by  harada  and  Lg  Lg  Mya  went  into  the  village  and  arrested  the 
headman's  father  who  wes  about  60  years  of  age.  A  Chin  was  also 
arrested  • 

The  old  nan  was  tied  to  a  bench  in  front  of  his  house.  A 

piece  of  cloth  was  placed  over  his  face  and  water  was  poured  on 

the  cloth.  Then  he  was  tied  to  a  post  and  his  feet  were  burned 
with  a  burning  firewood,  Hg .  Lg  lye  questioned  him  about  the 
death  of  a  Japanese  soldier ,  he  replied  that  the  soldier  was 
killed  by  some  people  in  his  house.  lie  had  tried  to  stop  the 
murder . 

The  Chin,  liga  Lyeuk,  was  questioned  and  tortured  in  the  same 
way  as  the  old  man.  He  said  that  he  did  not  kill  the  Jap  and  that 
he  had  tried  to  stop  the  killing,  but  he  arrived  on  the  scene 
too  late.  The  killing  was  done  by  his  two  brothers-in-law. 

Lg.  Lg.  Lyc  ordered  the  old  man  to  take  him  to  the  spot  where  th 

Jap  was  buried.  He  returned  with  the  cap  of  the  dead  Jap.  The 
two  prisoners  were  tied  and  guarded. 

Two  women  had  also  been  arrested c  They  were  kept  in  the  hut 
where  Harada  and  the  officer  were.  Thru  hut  v:as  about  five  huts 
from  the  headman’s  house. 

Several  houses  were  sot  on  five  by  the  Japs.  The  fire  at 
Kga  Lyeuk' s  house  spread  to  a boat  10  houses « 
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At  about  6  p,m.  wo  left  the  vlllcge  for  Myin  We  Tcung.  Wc 
stopped  at  a  village  on  the  wry,  but  could  not  find  the  headman. 

The  next  morning  Karedc,  LIg  Mg  i.ya  7  or  8  Jrps  end  myself  loft 
for  Sinkyonc  village  to  investigate  the  whereabout  of  cnother 
Jap  who  was  missing.  An  old  mrn  to?.d  us  that  ho  hpd  guided  the 
Jap  as  far  as  the  hi:  Is.  The  Jops  believed  him  end  we  turned  to 
Ilyin  we  Taung .  The  next  night  we  left  for  Inbin  end  arrived  at 
5  G.m. 

We  steyed  et  one  Phogyi  kyaung  with  the  Officer,  Hercdr,  Mg 
lg  Mya  rnd  some  Jep  soldiers.  The  rest  of  the  Jap  soldiers  went 
to  another  phongyi  kyeung  taking  the  two  prisoners  with  them. 
v  The  next  morning  we  joined  them  ct  the  other  phogyi-i.yeung • 

At  about  4  p*m.  the  two  prisoners  had  their  hands  tied  behind 
their  backs  end  were  taken  to  a  trench  in  the  paddy  field  opposite 
the  phongyi  kyaung.  The  police  dug  the  trench.  The  old  men  was 
made  to  squat  on  the  edge  on  the  trench  and  Mg  Mg  Mya  cut  off  his 
head.  The  Chin  was  executed  in  the  same  way.  When  the  bodies 
fell  into  the  trench  they  were  bayoneted  by  tho  Jap  soldiers, 

Hareda  and  the  Officr.r  were  in  tho  Fhongyi  kyaung  et  the  time 
of  the  execution. 

That  night  wo  sot  out  foj  Myaneung.  When  we  arrived  ct 
Gyaungbyut  taw  the  Japs  tried  to  enter  a  phengyi  kyaung.  They 
were  looking  for  guerillas.  The  doors  wgio  locked.  They  banged 
on  tho  door,  made  a  lot  of  noise,  when  they  got  inside  they 
started  to  search.  As  they  were  searching  some  Japs  who  had  been 
left  outside  brought  in  a  man  whom  they  had  found  near  the 
phongyi  kyeung.  Ke  explained  thet  he  had  heard  the  noise  and 
thought  that  it  was  decoit.  He  was  searched  end  a  revolver  was 
found  on  him.  The  Japs  found  an  empty  cartridge  ccse  in  the  revol¬ 
ver  and  then  identified  the  revolver  as  one  which  hod  been  issued  t< 
e  Ho -Ho  guard  and  which  had  been  stolen  from  him  after  ho  had  been 
beaten.  The  man,  Ko  hyin  Sc in,  said  that  ho  had  bought  the  gun 
from  a  young  men  for  150  hs, 

Wc  proceeded  to  Htanbone  bin  where  Fo  Fein  linyaw  was  arrested 
because  Ko  Kyin  Sein  alleged  that  he  hod  fed  members  of  the 
resistance  movement.  At  the  headmen's  house  two  other  men  were 
arrested • 

Then  we  went  to  Uyenaung  end  put  up  ct  the  bungalow.  After 
about  a  week’s  stay  two  trenches  were  dug  near  the  bungalow  and 
Ko  Kyin  Sc  in  end  Ko  Pein  Hnycw  were  decapitated  by’f  J  believe, 
the  Jap  officer  „ 

One  of  the  men  arrested  at  the  Headman’s  house  was  taken  away 
by  Mg.  tig  itya,  and  the  other  returned  with  us  when  he  left  for 
Hcnzada •
